The Premier stated Its cost th* 
Okanagan shippers 11.90 per hundred 
pounds to ship fruit to Vancouver, 
350 miles, while the Grimsby grower 
could ship his products 390 miles to 
Montreal at a rate of tf cents. 
6300.000 A YEAR 

"It is reasonable to say." Mr. Mc¬ 
Oeer declares in his report, "that th* 
tax imposed by the railways on ths 
western fruit growers In excess of 
eastern express snd freight rate* 
will approximate 9300.000 a year." 

This flagrant discrimination 
against the West, Mr. McOeer says. 
Is shown in the difference between 
the profits made by the Dominion 
Kxpress Company in the handling of 
Hritiah Columbia fruit and the profits 
made by the National Express Com¬ 
pany in handling the fruit crop of 
Ontario. Last year the British Coe 
lumbia fruit totaled 14.000,000 pound* 
and the Dominion Express Com¬ 
pany’s revenue was 9114,000. On th* 
other hand ths Ontario crop totaled 
37 .Ova. 000 T*Hinds—aiMk-chw- National 
Express Company’s revenus totaled 
only 9213.000. Thus the Natlotml 
Express In the Eaat handled twle* 
the weight handled by the Dominion 
Express Company in the Want and 
yet made 9130.000 leas revenue. 

Mr. McGeer quoted extensle* 
figures to show that present high 
western freight and express rate* 
are piling up big profits for the rail¬ 
way . companies.

MR. H. H. STE VENS A t A PATRIOT

of “Hansard” the following rvpprt 
of. s little passage in Ottawa l!"U*e 
between Mr. H. H. Stevens, the con¬ 
servative member for Vancouver, and 
Mr. Forks, the leader of the Pro 
gresslve party.

Mr. Forks: Is my hon. friend willing 
to give Great Britain the same ad¬ 
vantages that Canada enjoys to-day? 

Mr Stevens: We enjoy no advan¬ 
tages In the British market. 

Mr. Forks: Our goods Jo not enter 
the British market on the same terms 
that their goods come Into Canada. 

Mr. Stevens: Great Britain gives 
us no preference at all. I^et ua get 
that fact clearly. There was a slight 
preference which was In force for 
about a year as a result of the Geddea 
resolution, but we get no advantage 
in the British market to-day. for It 
has been repealed by the present 
Government in Great Britain. 

Mr. Forke: How can you .«ay that 
you get no advantage when you get 
all that Is going? 

Mr. Stevens: 1 say that we get no 
advantage In the British market. 

Hr. Forke: But you nave Free 
Trade * 

Mr. Stevens. It Is not we who Have 
Free Trade; th*y have. - 

Mr. Forke: You reap the benefits 
of Free Trade in the British market. 

Mr. Stevens: It la impossible to get 
! through Vhut barege. However, I 
must refute that assertion; we have 
no preference In the British market 

“And so on. far Into tha nightt” 
From the above dialogue it will be 
seen that Mr. Stevens Is a very clever 
man—clever enough to Oscape from 
an argumentative difficulty by re¬ 
futing an assertion which nobody 
ever made. However, his words con¬ 
vey an Impression which Is. not i.l- 
together fair, as tha following facta 
will show. 

in tha last fiscal ysar our Imports 
of goods from Great Britain totalled 
9141.IIO.MS. In |hs same period 
great Britain purchased Canadian 
goods amounting to 9379.047.4 IS. 

British goods entering Canola are 
taxed, on the average, a little over 
twenty |>er cent. Great Hrituin. whose 
purchases from tie are more then 
two and a half times as .much, ad¬ 
mits our goods to her country al nost 
entirely free of duty, though good¬ 
ness knows she needs the money ns 
much as we do 

The tariff barriers which act as 
a check upon this enormous trade 
are all sILiated In our own sea-pqrts. 
There are no tariff barriers In Great 
Britain. If there were, and if Can¬ 
adian goods entering Great Britain 
were treated as we treat Brjtlsli 
goods entering here, the goods which 
we sell to her would ha 
In customs dutiea nearly IIO.oOO.ooo 
a year. As it la. they pay almost 
nothing. 

The plain truth Is. though Mr. 
8tevens either does 'not know it or 
will not see It, that ths business be¬ 
tween the two countries Is far more 
necessary to ua than to Great Britain. 
Buppoae we were to tak«> tha huff 
over some Imaginary grievance, os 
many of our Protectionists ure want¬ 
ing ua to do, and were to close our 
bualneas account with Great Britain, 
what would happen" She would have 
to take her 9979.067,445 elsewhere. 
However, it might not take her long 
to find some other country nr coun¬ 
tries which would be willing to tnde 
with her. on terms at least as 
favorable as we are giving her. ' But 
what about ourselves? Could we as 
readily find another purch tee.- for 
the 997t.097.445 worth of goods which 
would be left on our hands? Is jo. 
who and where? I am undi*r the Im¬ 
pression that customers of thla site 
do not grow upon every bramble- 
bush. But perhaps some of the local 
apostles of Mr. 8tcvens. who with 
their master ara for ever proL-stlng a 
brand of Imperial patriotism superior 
to other people’s, know :>etter. In 
that case. I should be grateful for 
a little further enlightenment.

That, in fact, is 
the only way to make them feel at home. Let 
them, by this meana. know more of Victoria 
and its people than they can possibly learn from 
outward expressions of welcome and regard 
alone. > „ 

FAIR AND HORSE RACING 

N otwithstanding the refusal of 

the City Council to adopt Aldetman 
Marchant's resolution calling for an investiga¬ 
tion of the affairs of the B.C. Agricultural 
Association and its relation to horse racing 
concessions for 1923 and 1924, several points 
were emphasized which demand special con¬ 
sideration. One is the fact that for some years 
the fair has been largely a side-show for the 
horse races, whereas in view of the objects for 
which the British Columbia Agricultural Asso¬ 
ciation was formed it should be by long odds 
the main feature of the programme. 

The duty of the Association is to devote 
its time and energy to the promotion of. a 
successful agricultural and industrial exhibition, 
and if this can not be done because too much 
attention has to be diverted to horse racing, 
then the racing either should be held at some 
other time or it ought to be substantially cur¬ 
tailed and other ^tractions substituted for it. 
If, again, it is impossible to hold a successful 
fair without a week of racing, then the Associa¬ 
tion should be disbanded and the Willows 
property, held for the public chiefly for exhi¬ 
bition purposes, should be disposed of. 

We do not believe, however, it is impos¬ 
sible to have a successful fair without a week 
of horse racing, for we are confident the Agri¬ 
cultural Association has sufficient enterprise, 
initiative and energy to organize as good an 
exhibition to-day as it has done on many occa¬ 
sions in years gone by. 

Another point raised by Alderman 
Marchant, which we think was well taken, was 
that the city has not been getting enough for 
the horse racing concessions. Those conces¬ 
sions are regarded by the concessionaires as 
valuable or they would not be so anxious to 
get them. They must produce substantial 
profits for the promoters. Vet this year-the 
city is to receive only $6,000 for the use of its 
property, to maintain which, according to 
Alderman Marchant. it has spent $54,000 
during the last six years. 

The racing n purely a commercial proposi¬ 
tion run for the pecuniary profit of its promoters. 
The fair is supposed to be a display of the ' 
agricultural and industrial products of thi« 
district with the obiect of stimulating trade and 
development and thereby benefiting the entire 
community. There is nothing in common 
between the tw t and they ought to be kept 
•part. Until they are the B.C. Agricultural 
Association never will be able to accomplish the 
• purpose for which it was formed and to which 
the public interest requires it should devote all 
of its activities. 

ITALY'S WEALTH INCREASED 

T HE war damages of Italy, amounting to 
' around $2,000,000,000. have been 
- repaired and. according to a study just com¬ 
pleted bv the Research Department of the 
Bankers Trust Company of New York, it is 
estimated that the wealth of Italy to-day, 
measured in nrc-war gold dollars, is $21,250.- 
000,000. rhis makes no allowance for the 
new provinces acquired by Italy as a result of 
her participation in the war and. if data were 
available for these provinces, this estimate would 
be considerably increased. 

The pre-war s/ealth of Italy was just under 
$22,000,000,000 and her national income was 
■ $3,900,000,000. I o-day the national income 
of Italy, measured in pre-war gold values, is 
estimated bv some Italian economists to he as 
high a, $5,300,000,000. Che Bankers 

Trust Company, as a result of its study, believes 

that a figure of $3,400,000,000 is substanti- - 
ally correct. 

The foreign investments of Italy are not 
large, amounting possibly to $300,000,000, 

hut. while these investments are bringing in. say 
$15,000,000. Italy, each year since the war. 
has been in receipt of a larger income from 
remittances of emigrants. For the last year for 
which statistics were available, these remittances 
•mounted, in pre-w.r dollars, to $86,900,00tj, 
comparing svith $102,000,000 from this same 
source in 1913. 


BACK TO COLD. 

R esumption of gold payments in 

Canid* is being urged m banking 
circles. The proposal has been brought to the 
attention of the Victoria and other city councils 
in an effort to focus public opinion on its 
desirability. 

T he first effect of resumption, it is con¬ 
sidered. would be to bring the Canadian dollar 
up to par, or within a fraction of one per cent, 
of pSr with the American dollar, which is on 
a gold basis. The discount, averaging around 
two per cent, on Canadian mone^Mias cost the 
Canadian consumer $17,580,000 during the 
last twelve months, according to the banking 
estimates. This was on the cost of goods 
imported. Besides, there has been a loss placed 
at $1.300,000 a year on what Canadian! have 
had to pay to meet interest on Dominion, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal bond issues in Britain 
and the United States which were put out with 
the option of the purchaser having payments 
made in American currency. Both British 
Columbia and Victoria City have such issues. 

Banking authorities assert that Canada's 
financial position is now sound enough to 
enable her to resume gold payment without ris|t. 
Canada's paper currency was issued backed by 
gold. Die value behind each bill consisted in 
the ability of the holder to get the stated value 
of gold coin for it at any time on demand. 
This privilege was withdrawn in the early days 
of the war because of the necessity of the 
country mobilizing all its gold for its own 
security by way of preventing it from being 
shipped out of the country. * 

The importance of gold in international 
trade consists in gold being the international 
standard of value. When another nation has 
debts which Canada is to pay. it wants to get 
full value in that payment and not payment in 
a depreciated currency.; Such settlement can 
only be made in terms of gold. In normal 
limes, the debt of one country is set off against 
what the other country owes it and the uncovered 
balance is made up by shipping gold from the 
country which has the greater debt. In 
Canada's case this has not been possible during 
the last decade and so the country in paying 
her foreign bills has had to buy credit through 
bankers in the terms of the currency of another 
country. This enhances the value of the 
currency of the other country and correspond¬ 
ingly depresses our own. 

If Canada returns Id a gold basis, she will 
be the first country actively engaged in the war 
from start to finish to do so. Her credit would 
be enhanced all over the world. The invest¬ 
ment of capital here would be stimulated because 
it is one of the factors of investment that the 
capitalist should be able to get full value for 
his investment any time he wishes to draw it 
out and not be paid in terms of a depreciated 
money. With the experience of the last few 
years with the -fluctuating currencies of Europe, 
capital more than ever seeks a safe haven for 
investment. It is a good thing to know on the 
authority of our bankers that they now consider 
Canada in such a sound condition that she can 
provide this safe haven by returning to the gold 
basis.

When ‘“Gay Tom Talbot” 
Became an Empire Builder 

( )N May 21, IMS, Colonel Thomas Talbot 
landed at what Is now Port Talbot on the 
north shore of Lake Erie to found there hie 
settlement which afterward grew to be such 
an Important factor In the development of the 
Province of -Ontario. The man and his work 
are both interesting and romantic. At this dtte 
hs was in the full vigor of young manhood at 
lhirty-two,.'Wnd had seen a good deal of life 
both In Europe add America. Belonging to an 
ancient and aristocratic Anglo-Irish family, he 
was provided with a commission In the army 
at the age of elevlA; 'became a captain at the 
age of twenty-one, major at the age of twenty- 
two, and lieutenant-colonel at the age of 
twenty-four. For a year or two while in hts 
“teens'* he had served as one of the Junior 
aides-de-camp to his relative the Marquis of 
Buckingham, at that time Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. One of his comrades In this position 
was the youthful Arthur Wallealejr. later to 
become the hero of Britain’s wars as the Duke 
of Wellington. The boys were close friends and 
remained so to the end of their lives which 
lay so far apart in every way. When eighty 
years of age. Colonel Talbot visited Engiund 
once more In ItSl; he dined with the great 
“Iron Duke” at Apeley House and the two who 
had hardly seen each other In half a century 
greeted each other as Arthur and Tom. 

Talbot , was of too active .a temperament to 
be able to endure army life in peace time, and 
in 1791, ae a lieutenant, he obtained leave while 
his regiment was in garrison at Quebec to 
accompany Colonel John OrAvea Blmcoe. the 
new Lieutenant-Governor of Upper Canada, as 
his private secretary. He was present at the 
opening of the first legislature of Upper Canada 
on Beptember JT. 1192. in Navy Hall at Niagara • 
on-the-Lake, then called Newark. Next year 
he traveled with Governor Blmcoe on Tils 
survey of the western part of the Province as 
far as Detroit, which was still in charge of a 
British garrison. He was delighted, as was his 
chief, with the country, and both, apparently, 
allowed their Imaginations full play with Ita 
great future. They visited the site of the pres¬ 
ent city of London, Ontario, on the Thames 
River and there Him roe determined should 
eventually be the capital of Upper Canada and 
perhaps “the metropolis of all Canada.** 

rjURINO the Winter of 1792-179$ at Nlagara- 
on-the-lake there had been considerable 
social activity, and while belle had been riven 
in Navy Hall Itself, probably the only place 
where they could be given In that primitive 
community. At these Tom Talbot was In hts 
element, for he was a handsome and attractive 
young officer. At one" of these functions were 
present the benutlful and accomplished.daugh¬ 
ters of Bir William Johnson by his Indian wife 
Molly Brant, sister of the great Mohawk war 
chief Joaeph Brant. To one of theee young 
ladles Talbot seems temporarily to have lost 
his henrt. but apparently she was not similarly 
affected. 

Throughout the Bummer and Autumn of 
1792 Governor Blmcoe used his private secre¬ 
tary as negotiator with various Indian trlbea 
In the West, on which missions Talbot acquitted 
himself very creditably. Then In 1794 he re¬ 
joined his regiment In England, taking with 
him a love of the wild and an enthusiasm for 
Upper c’anada. 

All through the earlier struggles with the 
French Republic and Jhe rising General Bona¬ 
parte. Talbot served with his unit, mainly in 
Holland. His service was not grastly dis¬ 
tinguished. perhaps because the army to which 
he was attached was not Involved In a ver^ 
glorious campaign. At home in London, how¬ 
ever. he plunged Into a round of gaiety, not to 
say dissipation, which gave him his nickname of 
the “gay Tom Talbot." He was the close friend 
of the Duke of Cumberland, one of King George 
III.'s sons, who afterward became King of 
Hanover, and he was well known to the other 
Princes, the Duke of Kent, the Duke of York, 
and the Duke of Clarence. Apparently the life 
he led was one prolonged whirl of fashionable 
efeitement. and It was rumored that a royal 
princess had shown too tender an Interest in 
the personable young colonel. Perhaps this 
was the reaeon that he suddenly sold out his 
• commission and resigned from the army on 
Christmas Day of l|00. His friends and 
acquaintances were a mated at this almost 
unaccountable action and at hla Immediate 
departure for the wilds of Upper Canada, whera 
he remained almost continuously for the rest 
«f hi, Iona Hf*. hull,Jin, the foundation, of an 
empire and hawing, -van with hla own arm. 
civilisation out of prlmaval .avagery-

fAX BILL r.IPOBTt 
INFLUENCE ADVANCE 

New York. May 21 (By B. A. Bond 
Co.)—The report that the tax con¬ 
ference baa virtually aggreed upon a 
tax bill which the president could 
sign and which would go through 
both houses; gave the market a much 
improved tone and caused quite a 
little covering In the railroad and 
industrial lists. Rubbers and motors 
were an exception, the former being 
influenced by a sharp setback In 
U. 8 . Rubber which sold at a new low 
for the year on rumors of a division 
cut on the first preferred issue. 
Opinion la growing that unless there 
1 « a turn for the better soon in the 
tire business aome unfavorable ac¬ 
tion will be taken on the preferred.

IMPROVED TONE IN 

WHEAT FUTURES 

Chicago. Ills. May 21 (By R. P. 
Clark A Co.)—Wheat: Dry weather 
in the West and Southwest Is be¬ 
ginning to be a factor in this market, 
and with the foreign newt more fav¬ 
orable the market was more re¬ 
sponsive to-day to the market buy¬ 
ing. The Kansas state report aa well 
*s private advices indicated wheat 
was showing no betterment owing to 
ths lack of rain*. 

Nebraska conditions are even worse 
In some sections. So far the weather 
.during May has been cool, but It la 
a question whether hard Winter 
wheat would stand up under the 
usual high tetnperaturee of early 
June without more precipitation. It 
is too early to place much reliance 
on the weather as a bull factor, byt 
■we believe any change Routhwe-t. 
where the beet prospects are at the 
present time, will be In favor of 
holders. 

Europe, both United Kingdom buy- 
ers and the continent are taking 
w heat freely right along. Canada has 
virtually solved her problem of dis¬ 
posing of a record crop. Winnipeg 
May wheat for the first time ia sell¬ 
ing over our May. which shows we 
close to an export business. We be¬ 
lieve wheat Is in a position to re¬ 
spond quickly to any bullish news. 

COrn; Prices were firmer to-day 
ln -spite of the announcement that 
Duluth corn is coming here in sub¬ 
stantial volume for delivery. 

May held firm and the bulls appear 
to have the situation in this month 
well In hand. Number three grade of 
cash com were slightly firmer rela¬ 
tively. and the small receipts here 
are rather enlightening. If shorts 
can bring com here from Duluth. It 
would appear easy for them to buy 
In the country and have the com in 
here for July, but evidently country 
offerings are disappointing. We 
would not care to follow the rallies, 
but unless receipts Increase materi¬ 
ally corn will not break much, mak¬ 
ing a good trading market around 
this level. 

t/ats: Were In fair demand but 

dull, the cash trade was moderate 
with sales of 90.000 bushels and re¬ 
ceipts were small at thirty-five cars. 
Crop news still favorable in the main 
on the dips, September looks like a 

purchase. _ 

Chicago. May 21 (By n.A. Bond)— 
The grain markets exhibited a good 
deal of quiet strength to-day. especi¬ 
ally In wheat futures. Corn and oats 
fcetd yesterday prices, but wheat got 
a fraction above ths recent high 
fcvele and held Its gain. The techni¬ 
cal position in wheat has been Im¬ 
proved to the extent that purchasers 
at the lower levels have taken profits 
rather freely during the past two 
days. This selling gave the market 
a tired appearance which was not ap¬ 
parent after the flret hour to-day. 
Traders continue moderately bullish 
on wheat while corn la pressed fpr 
sale in the later deliveries. There is 
not much Interest In the May corn, 
but this delivery seems to be In de¬ 
mand on the setbacks by shorts.

TAKE ALLt GIVE NOTHING 

Mr. Carlow drew attention to the 1 
manner in frhlch the Orientsl**ilvM i 
in British Columbia. In one In¬ 
stance. he asserted; there were fifty- ; 
two men living in a six-room house. 
These men paid one tax on their 
proparty to the Government; they 
paid one electric light bill: they used 
neither milk In their tea nor butter 
on their bread; In no way did they 
support Canadian industry. But they 
took all they could from the country, 
and gave nothing In return, he as¬ 
serted. - 

In the lumber Industry' alone, he 
pointed out. thtry-nine per cent of 
the employees In saw mills were 
Asiatics, and fifty-three per cent in 
the ahimtlr mills. The aanuul pay¬ 
roll of this Industry amounts to 
fa0.90C.900 approximately. This is 
more than three times the entire 
Government coat of administration. 
Of this huge pay roll Asiatics Uike 
a large proportion, and. conserva¬ 
tively speaking, one-third of their 
earnings are spent in Chinatown, he 
stated He pointed out that the 
amount lie in* paid to Oriental labor 
in British Columbia, would build 
three .dry dock* of tue six* of that 
I at present under construction *l 
Ksquimalt. every year.
